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Be  it  confessed— we  have  our  qualms.  There  comes  during  this  Folio 
period,  a  high  religious  observance  of  the  nativity  of  Christ.  That  ob- 
servance seems  to  coincide  with  a  folk  rite  of  commerce  that  may  have 
some  metabolic  relationship  to  the  winter  solstice,  but  little  apparent 
reference  to  religious  observance.  If  the  folk  rite  of  the  Gaudy  Grab  is  to 
be  decorated  with  carols,  do  we  then  forswear  song?  If  commerce  is  to 
rule  the  festival,  do  we  then  abjure  a  poignant  suggestion  for  gift  sub- 
scriptions (with  return  envelope  enclosed)?  We  have  our  qualms. 

Perhaps  as  penance  then,  or  apologia,  Christmas  night  will  include 
a  broadcast  of  A  Midsummer  Night's  Dream.  But  this  seasonal  confusion 
has  its  precedent  in  the  domestic  difficulties  of  Titania  and  Oberon,  when 
''the  spring,  the  summer,  the  childing  autumn,  angry  winter,  change  their 
wonted  liveries;  and  the  mazed  world  by  their  increase,  now  knows  not 
which  is  which." 

So  till  Christmas  there  shall  be  song  because,  as  Titania  declares, 
human  mortals  want  their  winter  nights  with  hymn  or  carol  blest.  But 
on  Christmas  night  we  propose  a  sojurn  "where  the  wild  thyme  blows, 
where  oxlips  and  the  nodding  violet  grows;  quite  over-canopied  with 
lush  woodbine,  with  sweet  musk-roses,  and  with  eglantine:  There  sleeps 
Titania  sometime  of  the  night  .  .  ."
